JURY FINDS; OUT 


ONLY 15 MINUTES 


First Degree Murder Ver- 


dict is Returned in 


15 Minutes.

UNIONTOWH, June 12.—After de- 


liberating JusL 15 minutes, the Jury in 
tho case in which Niclc Mondollo was 
charged with the murder of Mrs. .Lil- 
lian Leonard returned a verdict of 
guilty in the first decree. 


A few minutes before 1] o'clock the 


twelve men filed back into the court- 
room and lined up before the court. 
There waa a lull In the room &s the 
foreman silently held out tho Indict- 
ment with the verdict inscribed there- 
on. 
When the words "We, t,Vie jury, 


find Nicoio Mondollo sullty «f murder 
in the (Irst dosrce were said, Mondollo 
showed not tho slightest emotion. A 
moment later he wns led out of tho 
court room and back to the Jail, there 
to await sentence for his crime. 


No attempt was made to secure tho 


defendant's acquittal. 
The defense 


CouRht valiantly for a second degree 
verdict on the grounds that ATondollo; 
was insane at the time of the Killing, 
Joseph Mondollo, a brother of the de- 
fendant, was cullncl to prove that the 
prisoner's conduct had been Irrational 
at various Urnea before, he being sub- 
ject to spells and manifesting other 
forms of Insanity. 


The evidence of the prosecution was 


so strong, however, that there sremed 
little doubt as to what the Jury's ver- 
diot would be.
